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The jeroport airfield was about 24 giles south of LEWINGRAD, Leningrad mb, 
in Line with the Moscow Toad , west of the erterial. road to the south 
(see innex), The about 3x4emile field was located on level, treeless 
terrain, between the southern perimeter of LANINGHAD and the Fulkovo Hilis. 
It is said to be the second largest airfield of the Soviet Union. The

Constructicn work at the field started in 1945 and was performed axclusive« 
ly by German Pile, German Pis (construction eagineers; have been in charge 
of the ecnstruetion work since 1946, Soviets serving as supervisers , Fil 
Herbert, GQUHLERT had charge of the construction work until 1948,when ho was 
discharged tc NAUMBURG/Thuringia,where he had previously been a nunicipal 
construction engineer. Among other work during his ass: goment,GOOHLukT ine 
troduced at the alefield the laying of 7-feet honeyconmbe-shaped conerete slabs with 
eephalt expansion joints. The Soviet supervisors were at first urmrilliag 

to agree to this method of construction since they were not faiiliar vith it. 

in 1948, the entire supervision of the work was talen over by the Joviets
